Paris, M arch 27— “W ithin 48 hours the allies 
will be m aster of the situation,” P rem ier C lem en - 
ceau declared today upon his return from the 
front. 
C lem enceau at the sam e tim e did not try to 
conceal the seriousness of the situation. 
London, M arch 27.—T h e 7th day of the big 
G erm an drive finds no reason for pessim ism and in ­ 
creasing reasons for confidence. 
A lth ou g h the G erm ans have gained m ost of the 
territory lost a year-ago they are still three or four 
days behind their schedule for the offensive. 
A lthough they use one-third of all their w est­ 
ern forces on a few miles of front, the indications 
now are th at their m ain object— a w edge betw een 
the British and F rench— cannot be accom plished. 
T h e line is firm. 


Tin* great army of reserve is not 
yet iii the fight, but is awaiting an 
opportunity to

All authorities agree that 
the British retirement 
is p refectly 
orderly. 
There is no flight, or panic. 
They are maintaining their alig n ­ 
ment throughout.

Meanwhile the attackers must he 
losing three or four times as many 
men as the defenders.

In Heating of Our Homes 


Up to now, Americans have been as 
wasteful of coal as of other resources, 
largely because coal has been abund­ 
ant. 
It will be abundant no longer un­ 
till this war is over, says Thomas R. 
Shipp,) in the World’s Work. 
It is 
clearly up to the domestic consumer 
to give time and thought to the conser­ 
vation of coal. 
Statistics are usually 
hard reading, but some of the statisti­ 
cal proof offered by the fuel adminis­ 
tration makes one think that perhaps, 
after all, Mrs. Partington might have 
swept hack the sea if she had only 
persevered. 
Here are some of the statistical epi­ 
grams : 
If every housekeeper in the country 
would save one small shovelful of coal 
each day at the end of a year the sav­ 
ing would amount to 15,000,000 tons. 
If every housekeeper during the six 
winter months would save one furnace 
shovelful of coal a day, it would 
amount to 25,000,000 tons of coal. 
These 
savings 
combined 
would 
amount to 40,000,000 tons, which would 
almost wipe out the national shortage 
of 50,000,000 tons. 
The fuel administration offers prac­ 
tical instructions for the economical 
use of coal in stoves and furnaces. 
OII stoves aud fireless cookers are 
recommended as coal savers. 
There you have the practical side of 
coni conservation during the war. But 
with that sort of economy the fuel ad­ 
ministration has linked up the conser­ 
vation of health. 
It has long been a 
source of reproach, on the part of vis­ 
itors to us from other shores that we 
have always overheated our homes. 
The advice of prominent physicians 
and surgeons has been asked, and the 
consensus of this opinon is that we 
should all be healthier, hardier, and 
more comfortable if our houses were 
kept at a temperature of 68 degrees 
Fahrenheit.

Important Announcement laaued b y ! 
United States Food Adm inistra­ 
tion at Washington. 


Washington, March 24.—If we are 
to furnish the allies with the neces­ 
sary proportion of wheat to maintain 
their war bread from now until the 
next harvest—and this is a military 
necessity — we 
must 
reduce 
our 
monthly 
consumption 
21,000.000 
bushels a month as against our nor­ 
mal consumption of about 42,000,000 
bushels, or 50 per cent of our normal 
consumption. 
Reserving 
a margin 
for distribution to the Army and for 
special cases leaves for general con­ 
sumption approximately 1 ^ pounds 
of wheat 
products weekly per per­ 
son. 
Many of our consumers are de­ 
pendent upon bakers’ bread. 
Such 
bread must be durable, and therefore 
requires a larger proportion of wheat 
products than cereal breads baked in 
the household. 
Our Army and Navy 
require a full allowance. 
The well- 
to-do in our population 
can 
make 
greater sacrifices in the 
consump 
tion of wheat products than can the 
poor. 
In addition, our population in 
the agricultural districts, where the 
other cereals are abundant, are more 
skilled in the preparation of breads 
from these other cereals than the 
crowded city and industrial popula­ 
tions. 
With improved transportation con­ 
ditions we now have available a sur­ 
plus of potatoes. . We also have in 
the spring months a surplus of milk, 
and we have ample corn and oats 
for human consumption. 
The drain 
on rye and barley as substitutes has 
already greatly exhausted the supply 
of these grains. 
To 
effect 
the needed saving of 
wheat we are wholly dependent upon 
the voluntary assistance of the Amer­ 
ican 
people, and we ask that the 
following rules shall be observed. 
1. Householders to use not to ex­ 
ceed a total of 1% pounds per week 
of wheat products per person. 
This 
means not more than 1% pounds of 
Victory bread containing the requir­ 
ed percentage of substitutes and one- 
half pound of cooking flour, macaro­ 
ni, 
crackers, 
pastry, 
pies, 
cakes, 
wheat 
breakfast 
cereals, all com­ 
bined. 
2. Public eating places and clubs 
to observe two wheatless days per 
week—Monday 
and Wednesday, as 
at present. 
In addition thereto not 
to serve to any one guest at any one 
meal an aggregate 
of 
breadstuffs, 
macahoni, 
crackers, 
pastry, 
pies, 
cakes, wheat breakfast cereals con­ 
taining a total of more than 2 ounces 
of wheat flour. 
No wheat products 
to be served unless specially order­ 
ed. 
Public 
eating 
establishments 
not to buy more than 6 pounds of 
wheat products per month per guest, 
thus conforming with the limitations 
requested of the householders. 
3. Retailers to sell not more than 
one-eighth of a barrel of flour to any 
town customer at any one time and 
not more than one-quarter of a bar­ 
rel to any country customer at any 
one time, and in no case to sell wheat 
products 
without 
the 
sale 
of an 
equal weight of other cereals. 
4. We ask the bakers and grocers 
to 
reduce 
the volume of Victory 
bread sold by delivery of the three- 
quarter 
pound loaf where I pound 
was soid before and corresponding 
proportions in other weights. 
We 
also ask bakers not to increase the 
amount 
of 
their 
wheat-flour 
pur­ 
chases beyond 70 per cent of the av­ 
erage monthly amount purchased in 
the four months prior to March I. 
5. 
Manufacturers 
using 
wheat 
products for nonfood purposes should 
cease such use entirely. 
6. There is no limit upon the use 
of other cereals, flours and 
meals, 
corn, barley, buckwheat, potato flour, 
etc. 
Many thousand families through­ 
out the land are now using no wheat 
products 
whatever, 
except 
a very j 
small amount for cooking purposes!, j 
and are doing so in perfect health j 
and satisfaction. 
There is no reason 1 
why all of the American people who j 
are able to cook in their own house- I 
holds can not sjibaist perfectl well 
with the use of less wheat products 
than 1!A pounds a week, and we es­ 
pecially ask the well-to-do households i 
in the country to follow this addi- j 
tional program in order that we may j 
provide the necessary marginal sup­ 
plies for those parts of the commu-t 
nity less able to adapt themselves to 
bo large a proportion of substitutes.

Making The Window Box 


down I to I inch. 
Distribute 8 or IO 
seeds per inch in the rows and cover 
with rich soil or flue sand. 
P ress 
down the soil again with the piece of 
hoard and w ater carefully so there 
will he no leakage through the bot­ 
tom. 
If a piece of glass is placed over 
the .box it will keep in the m osture 
and warmth and thus hasten germ in­ 
ation and c a u s e rapid growth of the 
plants. 
Enough w ater must he given 
a> required to keep the plants growl­ 
ing thriftily.

next harvest—and this Is a'military 
necessity — we must 
reduce pur 


monthly 
consumption 
21,000,000 


bushels a. month as against our nor- 
mal consumption of about 42,000,000 
bushels, or 50 per cent of our normal 
consumption. Reserving a margin 
for distribution jo the Army and for 
special cases leaves for general con- 
sumption approximately 1%. pounds' 
of wheat products weekly per per- 
son. 
Many of-bur consumers are de- 


pendent upon haters' bread. Suc'.i 
bread must be durable, and therefore 
requires a larger proportion of wheat 
products than cereal breads baked in 
the household. Our Army and Navy 
require a full allowance. The -well- 
to-do in our population can make 
greater sacrifices in the 
consump- 


tion of wheat products than can the 
poor. In addition, our population in 
the agricultural districts, where the 
other cereals are abundant, are more 
skilled in the preparation of breads 
from these other cereals than the 
crowded city and Industrial popula- 
tions. 


With improved transportation con- 


ditions we now have available a sur- 
plus of potatoes.. We also have in 
the spring months a surplus of milk, 
and we have ample corn and oats 
for human consumption. The drain 
on rye and barley as substitutes has 
already greatly exhausted the supply 
of these grains.

effect 
the needed saving of 


wheat we are wholly dependent upon 
the voluntary assistance of the Amer- 
ican people, and we ask that the 
following rules shall be observed.

4. We ask the bakers and grocers 


to 
reduce the'volume of Victory 


bread sold by delivery of the three- 
quarter pound loaf wh^re 1 pound 
was sold before and corresponding 
proportions in other weights.

amount of their 
wheatrflour pur- 


chases beyond 70 per cent,, of the av- 
erage monthly amount purchased in 
the four months prior to March 1.

JWaking The Window Bex. 


It is a very simple matter to make

The boards or 
strips used should be light, about 
one-half inch thick, about 4: inches 
wide for sides Jind ends,- and any 


down 3 to J inch. Distribute 8 or 10 
seeds per incli in the rows and cover 
with ricli soil or fine sand.
